ſpirituall Miniſters, the chariots and horlemen of Iſrael, 
the Captaines of Chriſtian companies under the great 
Generall our Lord Ieſus, have their full pay and wages. 
So muſt the myſtical] husbandmen in the Vineyard and 
Garden of his Church, freely participate of the grapes and 
kruĩts of their paines and plantations. So muſt the thep- 
heardsof mens ſoules receive meet benefit from among 
their:tended flockes, and be fed with the milke of nur- 
cing fathers and nurcing mothers breaſts. TP 
As the Souldier meriteth his military ſti>end, the vine- 
yard-planter his wine; the Shepheard his wooll:So muſt

So where a ſimple Prieſt hath a ſufficient intereſt, 
much more an Apoſtle, a Pcelate hath a title in a higher 
degree prevalent.

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and gracious toward Oxen, ſurely then it ſhineth in a 
mote excellent manner of cars for the children of men. 
His ſtatute touching Oxen, Saint e-Ambro/7 telleth us, 

was not intended there to ſtay, and to ſtretch no ſurther; 

but it meant more eſpecially humane creatures, moſt of 
all the Miniſters of the Goſpell. FE 
W hen as then the eyesof all living wights waitupon 
the Lord, and he giveth them their meat in due ſeaſon, he 
openeth his hand and ſatis fieth the deſire of every crea- 
ture: he giveth to the beaſt his foed, and to the young 
Ravens that cry, hee cauſeth the graſſe to grow for the 
cattell, he ſendeth the Springs into the vallies to give 
them drinke, and that the wilde Aﬀes may quench their 
thirſt. Hee appointeth the fowles of the heaven their ha- 
bitation, which ſing among the branches, the Cedars to 
make their neſts, and for the Storke an houſe of firre 
trees: the high hils a refuge for the wilde Goats, and the 
rockes for the Conies, as we reade in the Pialmiſt. Be- 
fides, the Sparrowes, (two of which are fold for a far- 
thing) be under his protection, Aautb. 6. yea, hee hath 
vouchſafed to make a ſolemne law and conſtitution in 
the behalfe of oxen for their allowance. 

Certainly then his pleaſure is plaine, his precept is per 

petuall, that rhe ſpirituall oxen of the Clergie, which la- 
bour in the field of his Church, muſt never bee muzzled 
from enjoying the juſt meanes of their painefull places.

Behold Alahomet acted the falſe Prophet in 4r4- 
bia, Boniface played the Antichriſt in Rome, Phocas moſt 
cruelly murdered his Maſter Mauritius in C onſt antino- 
ple, and traytrouſly uſurped the Empire: At which time 
likewile Carolus Martellus in the Weſterne parts un- 
der colour of defence, incroached in this kinde upon the 
Church. 
And notwithſtanding, his faire promiſes (as credi- 
ble Authours affirm ) to teſtore the tithes, &c. lentand 
entruſted ( we are told ) unto him, during the Barbari-

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aus cruell incurſions, he ſalſifyed his faith, and fruſtrated 
the Clergies hope, by a wicked and wrongfull aliena- 
tion. 

The old ſaying, nulla fiaes pietaſque viris qui caſtra 
ſequuntur, touch military mens infidelity and propha- 
neſſe appeared abundantly, verified in this martiall and 
ambitious Prince. | 


The city Tours upon the Leyre continueth a laſting 
rrophy of bis moſt hn victory.
